proper  to  correct  fome  Faults  therein, 
and  make  it  more  agreeable  to  Truth 
and  Fad. 
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After  the  Author  hath  wifli’d  {a  very filly 
good  Wijh,  which  will  never  come  to  pafs , 
viz.)  That  Phyficians  might  arrive  at  fuch 
Perfection  in  their  Art,  as  to  be  able  to 
determine  with  Certainty,  concerning 
the  Nature  and  Kinds  of  all  Diftempers, 
and  their  proper  Remedies,  (He  is  wifely 
of  Opinion)  that  then  it  would  be  no 
hard  Matter  for  fuch  a  Dodtor  to  de¬ 
termine  whether  his  Patient  was  curable 
or  not. 

His  next  Meditations  are  very  grave 
and  inftrudtive,  and  favour  much  of 
the  Divine  Old  Man  ;  but  whether  fuch 
come  fo  well  from  a  profane  Young 
Man,  let  the  Fathers  in  Phyfick  An- 
fwer. 

In  his  fecond  Paragraph,  he  fays,  that 
Mr.  Hardmans  Diftemper,  according  to 
his  Under  (landing.,  was  not  Mortal, 
Minime  Lethalis.  In  the  next  he  de- 
(cribes  his  Patient  Cap-a-pe  intus  &  in 
Cute,  and  that  he,  was  a  healthy  Man,

had  got  well  over  the  Small-Pox,  which 
hy  the  Way  was  Mali  Moris  of  the  Conflu¬ 
ent  Kind,  and  again]}  my  Will ,  under  my 
foie  Management  fifteen  Tears  ago ,  unde 
optime  evafit,  neque  aliquid  reperiun- 
dum  fuit  quod  reliquias,  Ullius  morbi 
prargrefli  ullibi  latentes  notabat.  When 
I  read  this,  I  £u(pe6ted  fome  Mijlake , 
and  that  it  was  Dr.  Gr<eme,  under  whofe 
fuperior  Skill  and  Care  he  was  Co  well 
.  recovered  ;  -  for  furely  had  he  known 
that  the  Apothecary ,  whole  inarptia:  pre- 
fagientes,  he  was  not  pleafed  with,  was 
the  Perfrn  to  whofe  Skill  and  Care  he  was 
committed,  he  would  never  have  laid  fuch 
fine  Things  of  his  Recovery.  He  lays 
likewife,  that  he  was  of  a  chearful  Tenv 
per,  and  lov’d  Dancing,  and  took  a 
Glals  now  and  then  freely. 

Now  we  come  to  the  Matter  in  Hand, 
he  lays  that  on  the  fifteenth  of  October 
laft,  this  Gentleman  drank  Wine  too 
freely  on  the  other  Side  the  River,  and 
came  home  by  Water  about  one  o’clock 
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in  the  Morning ;  the  Air  -  being  very 
cold,  and  went  to  Bed. 

All  that  Night,  and  the  Day  follow¬ 
ing,  being  the  fixteentb,  and  the  firft 
of  his  Difeafe,  he  was  Sick  and  Fever- 
iih,  complaining  of  Pain  in  his  Head 
and  Back,  (Spina;  Dorfi  inferioris)  but 
having  drank  Poffet- Drink,  and  other 
{mall  Liquors,  the  Night  following  he 
fell  into  a  Sweat :  And  the  next  Day 
being  the  feventeenth,  and  lecond  of 
his  Fever,  he  thought  himfelf  well  enough 
to  go  about  his  Bufinefs ;  but  in  the 
Evening  his  Fever  and  Pains  return’d  : 
However,  falling  again  into  a  Sweat  he 
was  reliev’d.  All  this  the  Hiftorian  fays 
he  was  told. 


The  eighteenth  Day,  about  the  Even¬ 
ing,  Dr.  Gr<eme  made  this  Patient  the 
firft  Vifir,  and  found,  as  he  himfelf  lays, 
his  Pulle  quick,  his  Flefli  hot,  his  Thirft 
great,  complaining  of  Pains  in  his  Head 
and  Back,  Here  I  beg  Leave  to  flop  a 

little. 
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little i  and  ash  the  phyfcal  Reader ,  Whe¬ 
ther  there  is  a  Man  to  be  found  ' who  ever 
read  a  Pharmacopoeia,  or  knows  any  of 
the  Leges  Medic<e  he  talks  of,  that  would 
not  have  immediately  taken  away  Blood 

from  fuch  a  fanguine  Athletick  Man  ?

His  Urine,  which  he  forgot  here  to  men¬ 
tion,  as  I  am  inform’d,  was  exceed¬ 
ingly  high  coloured,  though  he  had 
drank  in  great  Plenty  of  Poflet-Drink, 
&c.  to  allay  his  Third  and  Heat. 

But  it  fee  ms  this  Inflru&or  in  the 
Laws  of  Phy/ick  had  his  Reafons  for  not 
letting  his  Patient  Blood,  and  for  not  pre¬ 
ferring,  and  therein  he  confejfes  more  Ig¬ 
norance  than  he  intended,  Ego  qui  felix 
adeo  non  fum  ut  degenio  Febris  cuju£ 
cunque  primo  intuitu  judicem,  nihil 
ifta  Node  pradcriph,  &c.  What !  a  Pro- 
fejfor  of  Phyfick,  not  to  know  a  Fever  of 
any  fort,  after  three  Bays  Invafion,  when 
all  the  Symptoms  and  Ch’cumjlances  of  it 
f were  truly  related,  and  feen  and  o 
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by  himfelf.  Let  fo  it  happened ,  for  he 
went  away,  and  prefcribed  nothing  that 
Evening,  except  to  drink  plentifully  of 
Barley  Water  and  (mail  Poflet-Drink. 


What  a  fad  Condition  mufl  a  Patient  he 
in ,  with  fuch  a  helplefs  Doctor y  who  after 
three  Days  l of,  if  his  Reckoning  were  true, 
took  twenty  four  hours  time  move  before 
he  could  think  of  any  thing  that  might 
relieve  him.  Did  not  this  Do&or  hereby 
tranfgrefs  one  of  the  Leges  Medic ce,  the 
frf  Rule  in  the  Cure  of  Difeafes  ?

OBoher  the  19th,  and  the  4th  of  the 
Dileale  (the  3d  it  fhould  be)  the  Doc¬ 
tor  vilited  his  Patient  again,  and  fays 
that  he  had  had  an  eafy  and  quiet  Night, 
Nocbem  fat  placidam  habuit,  his  Pulle 
not  io  quick,  his  Pain  little,  his  Thirft 
abated,  and  fcarcely  any  Fever  ;  having 
iweat  all  Night :  However,  his  Tongue 

was 
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was  very  dry,  and  cover’d  with  a  Yellow 
Foulnels,  and  he  had  Inclinations  to 
Vomit  all  Night  long,  and  a  bitter 
Talte  in  his  Mouth ;  ( pray  Readers  re¬ 
concile  the  Patient's  having  an  eafy  quiet 
Night,  with  his  Inclination  all  Night  to 
Vomit,  and  a  hitter  Tajle  in  his  Mouth) 
he  had  befides  a  yellowilh  inflammatory 
Call  in  his  Eyes,  and  the  Urine,  which 
was  by  his  Command  lav’d,  was  thick, 
and  as  Hypocrates  delcribes,  like  that  of 
labouring  Cattle.  But  why  is  this  Simile 
luggdin  here  without  fhewing  the  Truth 
or  Falfity  of  the  Aphorifm,  which  fays, 
that  Beajl-like  Urine  in  Fevers  denote  Pains 
in  the  Head,  either  prefent  or  approaching, 
and  this  was  remarkably  true  in  the  prefent 
Cafe. 


A  fierce  yellowilh  Call  in  the  Eyes 
of  an  Horle  is  taken  for  a  certain  In¬ 
dication  that  he  Ihould  lole  Blood,  tho’ 
no  Fever  prelent,  and  the  Farrier’s  Judg¬ 
ment  is  approved  by  general  Expe-

rience. 


No~d>  to  what  purpofe  did  this  DoUor 
obferve  that  Symptom  in  his  'Patient  unlefs 
he  knew  what  to  infer  and  do  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  it  ?  However,  he  now  took  Pen 
in  hand,  and  order’d  a  Vomit  to  he  taken  in 
the  'Evening,  which,  though  very  proper , 
yet,  in  fhofe  Cir  cum  fiances,  Jhould  have 
been  preceeded  by  Phlebotomy,  according  to 
known  Laws  of  Phyfck,  for  fear  that  hard 
Straining  Jhould  impell  the  Blood  with  Vio¬ 
lence,  and  caufe  Extravafation  and  the 
Rupture  of  the  fine  Vejfels  in  the  Brain .

This  is  the  Second  of  the  Leges  Medic ee, 
he  hath  infringd  in  two  Vifts,  I  will  not 
add  my  Sufpicion  of  another  j  J  mean  the 
Addition  of  Laudanum  to  his  Potion  after 
his  Vomit ,  though  many  Phyfcians  would 
not  have  given  it  fo  early  in  a  Fever,  and 
he  had  a  very  bad  Night  after  it,  which 
he  fays,  that  he  expelled,  Page  i  o. 

The  Prefcnber  now  addrefles  the 
Learned  Sons  of  Apollo,  that  they  would 

tell 
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tell  him  what  this  Difeafe  was  which  he 
hath  placed  before  their  Eyes. 

I  believe  they  need  not  take  fo  much  ■ 
time  to  confider  as  he  did  himfelf,  but  to 
let  that  pafs,  he  now  thinks  the  Diag- 
nofticks  fhew  it  to  be  of  the  intermit¬ 
tent  Kind,  tho  there  was  not ,  as  far  as 
1  the  apothecary  could  find ,  after  a  very 
critical  Enquiry,  the  leafi  Symptom  of  any 
Intermijfion ,  which  he  himfelf  owns, 
Page  5. 


He  hath  made  ( I  will  not  fay  a  'wilful ) 
but  a  material  Miflake  in  this  Hifiory  to 
countenance  his  Notion  of  am  Intermitting 
Fever. 


It  is  this,  he  makes  his  Friend  get  his 
Dofe  of  Wine  on  the  other  Side  the  Wa¬ 
ter,  on  the  15  th  Pay  of  October,  and 
the  1 6th  Day  to  he  the  firfi  of  his  Fever, 
and  the  17  th  Day  to  be  an  Intermittent ; 
whereas  he  got  his  Dofe  of  Wine  on  the 
1 6th,  and  his  Fever  began  the  ijth 
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of  October.  This  Obfer-vation  mins  all 
his  Pretences  to  Intermijjion  thro'  the  Courfe 
of  it,  as  he  himfelf  has  (bated  it.  Heri  fe~ 
bricitabat  yEger,  i-e.  on  the  i  6th  be¬ 
fore  he  was  (ick  Hodie  vix,  i.  e.  on  the 
1 7th  he  had  (carcely  any  Fever,  which 
was  the  next  Day  after  his  Intemperance, 
&c.  and  consequently  a  very  bad  Day, 
and  tuft  of  his  Fever. 

Again,  Heri,  i.  e.  the  1  8th  Day  de 
dolore  conquerebatur,  Hodie  i.  e.  the 
ij>th  non  Ita,  he  had  no  Complaint. 
1  need  not  furely  tell  the  Reader  that  a 
Miflake  in  the  Beginning  of  an  Account , 
and  carried  quite  through  it,  though  there 
Jloould  he  no  Error  hejides,  will  make  the 
Sum  Total  falfe,  an  Igitur  (  how  prettily 
it  comes  in)  eft  Febris  intermittens  ?  Sane 
verihmile,  though  he  immediately  adds  that 
no  remarkable  Coldnefs  or  Shivering  proceed¬ 
ed  the  Paroxifm. 

Going  on  ftill  again  in  the  fame  Blun¬ 
der,  he  asks  again,  an  Igitur  eft  febris  Re¬ 
mittens 


mittens  &  ad  genium  intermittentium 
accedens,  res  equidem  minime  im- 
probabilis  videtur,  and  then  he  quotes 
the  famous  Sydenham ,  who  did  not  u(e 
to  argue  cm  fundamental  Error ,  hut  on 
the  Truth  of  Fa&  j  however,  it  loSks 
handfomly  in  a  Latin  Author  to  make  ufe 
of  Learned  Authorities,  though  nothing 
to  the  Matter  in  hand. 


He  goes  on  with  bis  Lucubrations,  and 
by  and  by  asks  again,  quo  in  Loco  po- 
nitur  ./Eger,  Page  6,  and  foon  after 
faith,  fi  continua  remittens,  which  he 
is  now  willing  to  compound  for  and  admit, 
rather  than  that  the  Diflemper  Jhould  be 
thought  what  it  really  was,  a  continued 
inflammatory  Putrid  Eruptive  Lever. 


Again,  jam  agitur  Dies  quartus,  fays 
he,  fymptomata  ftatim  miuffima  funr, 
fun&ione  nulla  multum  lasfa,  non  vehe- 
incnter  igitur  procedit  ad  Morbus, 
vitalia  hunt  ilkefa,  an  magnum  itaque 
imminet  periculum  ?  revera  non.

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What  I  remark  on  thefe  Lines  is,  that 
tts  Dr.  Granne  mi  flakes  the  Day,  for  it 
•was  hut  the  third  Day  of  his  Sickncfs,  fo 
alfo  doth  he  by  inevitable  Conference  almofl 
every  thing  he  fays  of  it,  as  appears  alfo 
by  Mrs.  Hardman’s  Account,  which  is 
herewith  Printed,  and  Sign’d  with  her 
Hand.

She  fays,  he  was  very  ill,  and  in 
great  Pain,  all  that  Day,  and  grew 
worfe  and  worfe.  Mr.  Hurdman  him- 
felf,  the  next  (and  firft  Day  I  law 
him )  gave  me  the  like  Account. 

His  Reafbnings  about  Bleeding, 
Bliftcring,  and  Cardiacks,  &c.  which 
follows,  let  the  Learned  and  ex¬ 
perienced  Doctors  Anfwer ;  however, 
they  were  not,  in  this  Cafe,  made  ufe 
of  till  the  6th  Day  of  a  Raging  Fever 
without  any  Intermilfion. 


In 
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In  forty  Tears  Obfervation  I  never  favj 
any  fuch  Fever  that  had  not  fome  (hort 
Alleviations  and  RemiJJions,  vihich  too  often 
deceive  and  mock  the  Expe&ation  and  Hopes 
of  the  Phyjician,  as  'well  as  the  Friends  of 
the  Patient. 

It  was  upon  this  third  Day  of  the 
Fever,  ( which  for  the  fake  of  making  two 
intermitting  Days  in  four.  Dr.  Gramme  is 
pleafed  to  call  the  fourth  of  his  Sicknefs) 
that  he  prefcribed  a  Vomit  and  Draught 
before  mentioned,  without  firfl:  open¬ 
ing  a  Vein,  and  a  very  bad  Night  en- 
fued.  Vide  Page  i  o . 

The  next  Day,  being  Tuefday  the  z  o th 
of  OSlober,  and  the  fourth  of  his  Sick- 
nefs  (but  in  the  Doctor's  way  of  reckon¬ 
ing  the  fifth)  the  Apothecary  was  lent 
for. 

Before  I  law  Mr.  Hurdman,  I  had  no 
Notion  of  this  Danger,  but  to  my  great 
Surptize  and  Trouble,  I  found  him  in 
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a  mofi  exalted  Fever,  with  violent  Vain  in 
his  Head  and  Bach,  all  down  the  Spina 
dorji,  his  Pulfe  very  rapid  and  ftrong,  his 
Urine  very  high  colour'd,  his  Tongue  like  a 
Brick,  and  no  Quantity  of  Liquid  could 
allay  his  Heat  and  Thirjl  j  1  ask'd  him  why 
he  was  not  in  Bed,  hi s  Anjwer  was,  the 
Doctor  forbid  him  lying  in  Bed :  I  ask'd 
him  again,  if  the  DoEfor  had  taken  away 
Blood ,  his  Anfwer  was,  that  the  Doctor 
did  not  approve  of  his  Bleeding :  he  had 

Days.  I  ask'd  him 
tf  any  Clyfler,  or  what  was  order'd  for 
him 5  upon  this  the  Doctors  Bill  was  call'd 
for,  and  finding  that  he  had  order'd  the 
Sal  Abfinthij  and  Succus  Limon ,  &c.  to  be 
taken  every  (ixth  Hour,  and  a  cold  Emuljion 
for  him  to  drink  about  a  Quarter  of  a  Vint 
every  two  Hours ,  I  was  apprehenjive  that 
he  had  mijlook  his  Difiemper,  having  never 
obfervd  fuch  a  Method  ufed  in  the  Begin¬ 
ning  of  Inflammatory  Putrid  Fevers,  imme¬ 
diately  arijtng  upon  hard  Drinking  and 
catching  a  Cold,  which  the  Country  Folks 
txprefs  by  the  Word  Surfeit. 


no  Stool  in  jour  or  five 
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1,  like  a  filly  Man,  was  afraid ,  and 
thought  this  'very  cold  Treatment  would 
hinder  a  Diaphorefs,  and  the  Intention  of 
Nature  in  the  Work  of  Expulfon :  In  Jhort, 
I  advifed  him  not  to  take  them  ’ till  I  could 
fpeak  with  the  Prefcriber. 

He  was  fent  for  in  great  Ha  fit,  and 
was  fo  good  to  come  to  my  Houfe,  I  then 
frankly  told  himy  that  I  apprehended  the  Pa¬ 
tient  was  in  a  mojl  dangerous  lnfla?nmatory 
Hewer,  without  any  IntermiJJion y  as  it  often 
happens  in  Crapulary  Viflempers . 

I  exprefsd  my  Surprize  that  he  Jhould 
forhid  his  lying  in  Bed y  and  that  no  Blood 
had  keen  taken  awayy  hoth  whichy  every 
Symptom  feemd  loudly  to  call  for . 

He  being  of  another  Opinion y  anfwered 
me ,  that  he  took  his  Difeafe  to  he  of  the  In¬ 
termittent  Kind :  I  pray'd  him  to  fay  upon 
what  he  founded  that  Opiniony  there  ap¬ 
pearing  to  me  not  the  leaf  Ground  for  it  j 

his 
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his  Anfwer  was ,  that  he  believ'd  it  would 
prove  fo ,  and  that  I  was  apprehenfive  of 
more  Danger  than  there  really  was  in  his 
Cafe  :  But  1  reply  d,  Sir,  what  if  you 
Jhould  he  miflaken,  and  the  Fever  prove  to 
he  of  a  Putrid  Eruptive  Malignant  Kind, 
as  it  plainly  appears  to  me,  will  not  this 
cold  Regimen,  and  his  being  kept  out  of 
Bed,  hinder  the  Efforts  of  Nature,  the 
Medicus  morborum  in  the  Work  of  ConcoB- 
ion  and  Expulfion,  which  Jhe  is  now  labour - 
ing  to  ejfecl. 

Bleeding  and  Blyflering,  and  moderate 
Diaphoreticks ,  will  be  too  late  if  any  more 
Time  be  lojl,  this  being  the  fourth  Day  of 
his  Fever. 

He  heard  this  filly  Prate  of  the  Apo¬ 
thecary  (as  he  calls  it)  with  Patience,  and 
I  further  told  him,  that  the  Method  he 
had  prefcrib'd,  I  believed  would  kill  him  j 
to  which  he  reply  d,  God  forbid. 
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I  defired  him  to  go  again,  and  fee 
his  Patient,  before  he  proceeded ;  he  did, 
and  return’d  to  my  Houfe,  with  a  Refo- 
lution  that  Mr.  Hurdman  lliould  take  his 
Prescription  as  directed.  I  never  was  more 
troubled  at  any  thing  in  Practice  in  my 
Life. 

This  unfortunate  Patient  had  four  of 
the  Draughts,  and  one  Quart  of  the 
cold  Emulfion  which  he  took  before 
the  next  Vifit  with  fix  Drams  of  Dia- 
codium  in  it,  he  being  directed  to  take 
three  Ounces  of  it  every  two  Hours, 
by  which  he  found  himfelf  much  eafier 
and  cooler  than  before.  Doth  not  Di- 
acodium  call  for  feme  Thanks  in  this 
Place  ? 

The  next  Day  was  the  fifth  of  his  Fe¬ 
ver,  and  not  the  fixth,  being  Wednefday 
Oftober  2. 1 .  which  was,  if  any,  a  Day 
of  Remiffion,  though  the  Doctor,  by 
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his  Blundering,  makes  it  almoft  as  bad 
a  Day  as  any. 

He  came  in  the  Morning,  and  found 
the  Sick  in  a  Sweat,  complaining  of  a 
bad  Night,  yet  his  Pains  were  not  (o 
bad  as  they  had  been  two  Days  before: 
In  lhort,  he  gives  a  very  bad  Account 
of  him,  and  then  asks.  Quid  jam  Sta- 
tuendum  de  Morbi  Natura  :  He  again 
ask’d  if  he  had  had  any  Coldnefs  or  Shi¬ 
vering  ;  the  Anfwer  was  no :  And  then 
again,  an  Aliquid  mutandum  in  lenten- 
tia  quarn  heri  concipimus  ?  equidem 
non  multum.  Page  1 1. 

What  the  Dodlor  fays.  Page  i  z.  of 
the  Apothecary’s  coming  in  his  Abfence, 
(the  Day  before,  it  fhould  be)  and  giving 
the  Patient  leave  to  drink  Wine,  fix  or 
feven  Glaffes,  is  not  true.  See  Mrs. 
Hardman's  Account. 


He  hath  plac'd  his  Preemption  as  on 
this  Day  wrong,  Page  i  z.  it  being  pre- 


fcriled  the  Day  before ,  on  the  fourth  of 
his  Sicknefs,  when  1  had  my  ineepti is  pre- 
fagientes,  or  filly  Difcourfe  with  him,  as 
mentioned  above,  I  then  alfio  perfuaded 
him  to  order  a  Clyfier  Mr.  Hurdman 
having  had  no  Stool  fince  his  Illnefs ,  to 
which  at  lafi  he  confented,  Page  1 3 . 

On  this  fifth  Day,  it  was  after  he  had 
taken  the  Draughts  and  Emulfion  prefcrih’d 
the  Day  before,  that  I  met  the  DoBor  at  Mr. 
Hurdman  V,  when  I  found  the  Sick  out  of 
Bed,  about  ten  or  eleven  in  the  Morning ; 
he  told  me  then  that  he  thought  himfelf 
better,  all  his  Pains  and  Heat  being  abated 5 
I  found  his  Pulfe  beat  not  fo  high  nor  firong, 
but  quick,  his  Thirfi  lefs,  and  his  Urine 
much  the  fame  it  had  been :  I  was  glad 
to  find  that  he  had  any  Relief,  and  wifh’d 
it  might  continue,  and  told  the  DoBor  that 
Nature  had  been  very  kind  to 
kindly  a  Diaphorefis  or  Sweat,  non  Ob fl an¬ 
tibus  Medicamentis,  Page  14.  but  I  did 
not  think  or  fay  to  any  one,  that  the  Sick 
was  Well,  ALgrotum  jam  penitus  a  morbo 

D  i  libera - 
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liberatum  effe,  &  Nullum  ejfe  Metum  re- 
cidiv<e,  Page  1 4.  All  this  is  injurioufly 
and  faljly  faid  of  the  Apothecary ,  who 
attributed  this  delufive  llemijpon  to  the 
Coicinefs  and  Anodyne  Quality  of  his  Me¬ 
dicines,  yet  not  willing  to  fay  any  thing 
that  might  dif courage  the  Patient :  However, 
this  was  hut  a  Jhort  Apyrexia  or  Inter¬ 
val,  and  when  the  Apothecary  went  away, 
told  him  before  the  Boil  or,  if  his  prefent 
Temper  continued,  he  had  made  a  quick 
and  lucky  Efcape,  or  Words  to  that  EJfeEtj 
the  DoBor  order’d  the  Antipyretick  Draughts 
and  Emuljton  to  be  repeated:  I  faw  him 
not  until  next  Morning,  the  Jixth  Day 
of  his  Fever,  ( but  the  feventh  of  the 
DoBor)  when  he  asks  again,  Page  1 5 . 
an  redibit  Fein's  ?  certe,  tertiana  enim  non 
tam  cito  fponte  fua  finitur  j  fponte  fua,  as 
if  he  had  done  nothing  in  his  own  Opi¬ 
nion  that  could  prevent  it. 

The  Night  proceeding  this  Day  (having 
had  four  more  of  the  Antipyretick  Saline 
Draughts)  was ,  as  dolorous  as  ever  Pa¬ 
tient 
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tient  out-liv'd,  according  to  Mr.  Hurdman’r 
ovin  Account,  his  Fever  being  driven  into 
his  Head,  and  Spina  Dorp,  vuith  fuch  Tor¬ 
turous  convulfive  Pains  and  Shoots,  the 
mojl  terrible  I  ever  heard  complain’d  of. 

And  to  give  the  Doctor  his  Due, 
Page  1 7.  he  pleads  Guilty  :  Quid  jam 
rei  eft?  Paroxifinus  tempore  prxvifo, 
licet  Paulo  maturius  advenit,  calor  etiam 
fine  frigore  (enfibili  invafit,  dolores  quam 
antea  vehementiores.  Unde  hxc  om¬ 
nia  ?  an  ex  prafcriptis  ? 

Ego  qui  Veritatis  indagationem,  om- 
ni  arti  qua  farm  qimenda  eft  antepono, 
fic  puto  5  forte  Ufus  Hauftus  Salini  modo 
di<5to,  qui  eft  maxime  fundens,  Nimis 
movebat  Sanguinis  Madam,  undecalorem 
excitatum  ante  tempus  Invafionis  frigus 
praecavide,  &c  Materiem  morbi  nimis 
celeriter  in  Mufculorum  &  Ligamento- 
rum  circa  lumbos  involucra,  &  in  Cranij 
membranas  pulfam  fuide.

This  looks  as  if  the  DoStor  'was  try¬ 
ing  an  Experiment,  hut  he  Jhould  have  re¬ 
member  d  that  fuch  are  not  to  he  made  hut  in 
defperate  Cafes  $  in  this,  almojl  in  every 
Page,  he  fays  there  i vas  no  Danger. 

Nov)  'tis  my  Turn  to  ask.  Was  the  Pa¬ 
tient  not  the  vjorfe  for  thefe  Medicines  ? 
Nimis  movebant  fanguinis  Maffam,  Nimis 
celeriter  materiem  Morbi  in  fpinam  Dorfi 
&  in  Cranij  membranas  pulfam  fuijp, 
Page  17. 

On  this  Morning  early,  the  Do&or 
and  Apothecary  were  both  lent  for  out 
of  their  Beds.  I  did  not  care  to  go  be¬ 
fore  I  thought  the  Doftor  was  come, 
when  I  found  the  Patient  out  of  his  Bed ; 
but  foon  after  the  Doctor  came  into 
the  Room,  I  then  ask’d  him  what  he 
thought  of  his  Patient  now ;  he  (aid 
little,  or  elfe  I  don’t  remember  what 

he 
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he  (aid,  but  I  told  Mr.  Hurdman  before 
bis  Face ,  that  I  thought  he  ought  to  have 
the  Advice  of  another  to  Confult  vjith  Dr. 
Grsme,  which  he  readily  defired,  and 
that  he  lik’d  Dr.  Beaufort ,  whom  I  had 
mentioned  :  And  to  this  Dr.  Grame 
agreed. 

Page  1 8.  After  a  long  Defence  of 
his  Pradlice,  he  proceeds.  Dies  jam  age- 
batur  Morbi  Septimus,  (it  lhould  be 
Sextus)  menfis  vicefimus  (ecundus,  x- 
grum  uci  didtum  eft  mane  vocatus  in- 
vifebam,  quam  in  ftatu  modo  defcripto, 
reperiebam.

This 
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This  Sumife  of  his  is  partly  true,  and 
about  Noon,  on  that  Day,  the  Apothe¬ 
cary  return’d,  and  brought  Dr.  Beau¬ 
fort,  who  after  he  had  feen  and  exa¬ 
min’d  the  Patient,  prefcribed  for  him 
with  as  much  Judgment  as  Hypocrates 
himfelf  could  have  done  had  he  been 
here ;  and  there  is  no  Doubt,  had  that 
Method  been  taken  from  the  Beginning, 
but  the  Patient  would  have  been  alive 
on  this  Day.  ' 

The  firft  thing  that  Dr.  Beaufort 
order’d,  was,  that  he  fliould  lofe  Blood, 
which  was  the  rnoji  inflam'd  l  ever  flaw, 
it  had  a  proportionable  Quantity  of  yel¬ 
low  Serum,  the  Surface  of  the  Globulous 
Part  had  fome  few  Difcolourations,  and 
the  refl  of  a  bright  red  5  but  what  I 
think  was  very  remarkable,  and  feldom 
to  be  feen,  is  that  from  between  the  Sur¬ 
face  of  it  to  the  bottom  of  the  Porringer, 
which  is  almofl  in  all  Fevers  of  a  black » 
ijb  or  dark  Complexion,  in  this  the  Glo¬ 
bulous 
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bulous  Part  was  throughout  of  the  mojt 
flaming  bright  Scarlet  Colour ,  that  ever 
I  faw  upon  the  Surface  of  any  Blood 
whatfoever  j  its  dusky  or  llackifh  Sedi¬ 
ment  was  not  thicker  than  a  Six-Pence. 

This  Blood  was  no  focner  taken 
away,  but  he  found  eafe,  infomuch 
that  in  lefs  than  an  Hour,  he  was  ex¬ 
ulting  and  rejoicing  in  the  mojl  extrava¬ 
gant  Manner ,  faying.  That  he  was  in 
Par  a  dife,  in  Heaven ,  and  that  he  never 
experienced  Co  much  pleafure  in  his  Life . 

An  Author  treating  of  Venefe&ion, 
faith  thus.  That  nothing  gives  fuch  im¬ 
mediate  Relief,  for  by  Blood-letting  the 
Heat  of  the  Blood,  and  confequently 
its  Velocity,  proceeding  from  whatever 
Caufe,  may  be  thereby  abated ;  and 
not  only  its  Velocity  and  Heat,  but  alfo 
its  Vifcidity,  whether  from  an  Acid, 
or  from  any  other  coagulating  and  Pu¬ 
trid  Matter,  may  in  a  great  Meafure 
be  deftroyed  j  and  therefore  in  all  Cafes 

E  where 
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where  the  Blood  is  too  much  agitated, 
and  in  Motion,  or  where  it  is  too  much 
thicken’d.  Blood-letting  is  required* 
But  Dr.  Grame ,  Page  n.  goes  on.  Quid 
expedtare  fas  eft  a  Methodo  jam  propo- 
fita  ?  Veneledtio,  fine  dubio,  dolores 
fi  qui  reftant,  &  lymptomata  omnia 
mitigabit ;  led  ad  morbum  quid  facit  ? 
What  l  give  Eafe  and  Relief  to  all  the 
Pains  and  Symptoms  of  a  Bifeafe  and  the 
Patient  never  the  letter !  If  J  am  not  mif- 
taken ,  take  avoay  the  Pains  and  Symptoms 
of  a  Dijlemper,  and  the  Patient  is  growing 
voell  apace.

Head-ach,  Back-ach,  violent  Pains  in 
the  Head. ,  excejjive  Heat  and  Thirjt,  and 
the  tumvdtuous  Exagitation  of  the  Blood  and 
Spirits ,  being  lejfened  and  taken  anvay,  (if 
this  had  been  done  in  the  Beginning  of  his 
Fever)  by  Blood-letting  only ,  mujl  forely 
he  great  Advantages  gain’d  ever  the  Enemy, 
though  he  Jhould  fill  keep  the  Field  of 
Battle  a  little  longer.  ‘  •' 


Yet 
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Yet  he  asks,  Quid  ad  morhum  faciet  Ve- 
nefe&io,  and  at  the  fame  time  allows  it 
to  have  had  fuch  good  Effects,  Page  z  i . 
Dear  Joy ,  I  much  fufpeB  your  Coun¬ 
try ,  but  let  him  anfwer,  fane  turbabit 
conco&ionem  jam  inceptam,  &  expul- 
fionem  Materia:  Morbofe  :  This  is  falfe 
Dodrine  in  the  prefent  Cafe,  for  the 
Petechial  Eruptions  came  powdering  out 
in  lefs  than  twelve  Hours  after  Blood’ 
letting,  as  the  Reader  will  fee  prefently. 

But  to  go  on  with  Doctor  Beaufort's 
Method  :  Soon  after  his  Bleeding  Blifters 
were  apply ’d,  and  every  thing  elfe  done 
that  was  proper  in  the  Sequel  of  the 
Diftemper,  for  Nature ,  the  Medicus 
Morhorum ,  as  foon  as  Jhe  had  received 
any  Help,  ajfail’d  the  Difeafe  totis  virihus, 
and  Eruptions  or  Exanthemata  of  the  Pe¬ 
techial  fort  upon  the  Patients  keeping  his 
Bed,  and  purfuing  the  Method  now  pre¬ 
fer  ib’ d,  came  hajlily  out,  and  he  was  full  of 
them  from  his  Shoulders  down  to  his  Thighs 
on  Friday  Morning,  the  fecond  Day  of 

E  z  Vr. 
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Dr.  Beaufort’*  Attendance ,  'who  had  then 
prefcrib’d  him  a  Clyfler ,  upon  'which  Occa¬ 
sion  they  'were  difcover’d,  and  upon  a  farther 
Search,  appeared  powdering  out  all  over  him. 

If  Dr.  Beaufort  had  been  firjl  and 
early  confulted ,  this  Eruption,  according  to 
all  Probability,  and  the  Leges  Mediae, 
would  have  been  out  on  Monday,  or  T uef> 
day  before,  and  then  Nature  might  have  con - 
trafied  the  Enemy  with  Succefs,  and  would 
have  had  at  leaf  four  or  five  Days  time 
more,  to  fimjh  the  Work  of  Conco&ion  and 
Expulfion  j  but  the  lofs  of  fo  much  Time  was 
the  lofs  of  fo  much  Strength  and  natural 
Vigour  as  a  Raging  Malignant  Fever  could 
in  that  Period  of  Time  defiroy. 

The  next  Day,  being  the  23d  of 
Oclobcr,  and  the  7th  of  the  Patient,  Dr. 
Grame  would  not  Vifit  as  a  Phyfician, 
but  came  as  a  Friend,  to  lee  how  Mat¬ 
ters  went,  and  was  told  that  the  Sick 
had  a  pretty  good  Night,  only  his  Blit 
ters  had  vexed  him  with  Pain  in  making 

Water  ; 
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Water :  He  ask’d  what  Dr.  Beaufort's 
Opinion  was  now,  Dixerunt  Medicum 
Hodie  pronunciaile  xgrum  jam  extra 
periculi  aleam  pofitum  efle  this  is  mi¬ 
raculous,  and  faid  only  to  make  the 
Dodtor  as  ridiculous  as  Dr.  Grceme  hath 
made  himlelf. 

Page  22.  Dr.  Grceme,  to  Jhenx)  his 
fuperior  Shill  in  Prognoflicks,  adverti- 
fed  the  Perlons  prefent  that  the  Sick 
would  be  very  bad  the  Night  fol¬ 
lowing,  and  that  there  was  no  Hope 
of  his  Recovery,  but  that  he  would  not 
die  till  the  eleventh  Day  of  his  Fever.  O 
ftrange !  that  the  Do&or,  who  could  lee 
no  Danger  before,  was  fo  quick-fighted 
now  another  was  call’d  in  who  dilliked 
his  preceding  Method ;  but  he  was  out 
again,  as  he  had  been  every  Day  in  the 
foregoing  Hiftory,  for  Mr.  Hurdman 
died  the  tenth  Day  of  his  Sicknels,  at 
nine  in  the  Morning.  Vide  Page  23,  24.

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§uejt.  i .  Is  not  the  Practice  of  Phyfick 
very  difficult,  infomuch  that  a  Phyfician 
cannot  poffibly  learn  in  one  Moment 
('who  ever  faid  that  he  could)  every  thing 
neceflary  to  be  known  in  a  Diftemper 
before  he  comes  ro  prefcribe  ?  He  can 
lift  out  or  learn  but  little  from  the  Re¬ 
lation  of  the  Sick,  and  nothing  from 
his  Attendants,  his  Nurfe,  or  the  Apo¬ 
thecary,  who  might  be  employed  before 
he  was  lent  for.  A  Dodtor  may  get 
Fame  and  Reputation  among  Idiots, 
who  can  fb  eafily,  and  without  any 
Trouble,  underftand  much  of  a  Dif¬ 
temper*,  but  every  Man  who  ever  en¬ 
tered  the  Temple  of  /. Efculapius  will  con¬ 
demn  fuch  a  vain  Pretender  to  Phyfick. 

This  Quefiion  is  as  filly  as  the  attending 
Ohfer  vat  ions  are  falfe,  for  every  Phyfician 
receives  the  befi  Light  that  can  be  from  the 
Account  the  Sick  gives  of  himfelf,  if  he 
is  in  his  Senfes ,  and  can  fpeak  $  and  more 
Lizht  fill  from  the  Nurfe  and  Apothecary , 
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if  the  Prefer iber  is  not  too  conceited  to  ajk 
Queflions. 

His  next  Queftion  is  of  the  lame 
Stamp:  Do  the  Doctors  believe  that 
any  one  general  Method  of  curing  Fe¬ 
vers  will  ferve  in  all  Cales  ?  1  fay  no, 
becaufe  I  have  not  obfervd  any  fuch  Prac¬ 
tice ,  they  vary  their  Method  of  curing  Fe¬ 
vers,  as  Fevers  vary  or  differ  one  from  ano¬ 
ther,  and  according  to  their  Judgments. 

But  Thirdly.  His  next  Queftion  is 
very  fmart.  Is  it  Credible,  that  an  ig¬ 
norant  Apothecary,  who  never  faw  the 
infide  of  an  Human  Body,  and  is  a  per¬ 
fect  Stranger  to  antient  Phyfical  Learn¬ 
ing,  fhould  be  able  to  judge  rightly  of 
Difeafes  ?  Here  he  fuppofes  that  an  Apo¬ 
thecary  hnorws  not  any  thing  in  Anatomy 
or  antient  Phyfical  Learning :  Doth  not 
this  Dear  Joy  of  a  Profejfor  hit  himfelf  a 
damnable  Box  on  the  Ear  ?  for  1  have  feen 
a  Gentleman  'who  voas  his  Fellows  Appren¬ 
tice  in  an  Apothecary's  Shop.  But  to  an- 
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fiver  this  extraordinary  Quejlion  fully y  'was 
the  old  Apothecary ,  the  famous  Dr .  Bar¬ 
nard,  and  Dr.  Quincy,  the  prefent  Dr. 
Maningham,  (Sir  Richard,  I  Jhould  have 
(aid)  Dr.  Loyd,  and  many  others ,  loth  in 
Town  and  Country  ;  were  they ,  I  fay, 
fuch  ignorant  Mortals  when  they  kept  Apo¬ 
thecaries  Shops  ?  Is  there  any  Drug  or 
Medicine  there  which  render  us  lefs  inqui- 
fitive  or  capable  than  other  Men  ?  They 
certainly  have  good  Advantages  and  Op¬ 
portunities  to  acquire  Empirical  Knowledge 
at  leafl,  which  was  the  only  medical  Learn¬ 
ing  of  the  firjl  Grecian  Phyficians.  It 
was  not  the  Philofophy  of  the  Divine  Old 
Man  that  gave  him  Experience  and  Know¬ 
ledge  in  the  Art  of  Healings  nor  was 
it  his  ill  Succefsy  i.  e.  the  L<edentibus  that 
this  wife  Man  f peaks  of  ex  quibus  Op¬ 
time  difcit  Medicus,  Page  17.  which 
puts  me  in  Mind  of  a  Story  : 

A  Gentleman  being  advifed  to  a  Do¬ 
ctor  of  great  Fame  and  Skill,  ask’d  him 

when 
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when  he  made  his  firft  Vifit,  how  many 
Patients  he  had  kill’d ;  the  Doctor,  af¬ 
ter  fome  Paufe,  reply’d.  Twenty  nine-, 
the  Patient  anfwer’d,  he  was  forry  he 
could  not  take  his  Advice,  for  he  had 
made  a  Refolution  never  to  take  the  Ad¬ 
vice  of  any  Phyfician  who  had  not  kill’d 
thirty. 

The  Art  of  Healing,  I  think,  is  hejl 
learned  from  the  fuvantihus,  not  optime 
ex  La ilent ilnts,  as  our  good  Man  would  have, 
’tis  Experience  in  good  Succefs  that  makes 
a  good  Doff  or  j  and  there  is  no  Student  in 
Phyfick  hath  fuch  frequent  Opportu¬ 
nities  to  obferve  either  good  or  bad, 
for  the  frjl  feven  or  eight  Tears,  as  the 

The  Greek  Phyficians  were  both  Sur¬ 
geons  and  Apothecaries;  and  in  thofe 
Days,  the  Ars  componendi  was  no  Re¬ 
flexion  on  the  Doctor's  Ability. 

And  feeing  Anatomy  is  now  much 
better  Underllood  and  Taught,  and 
eafier  Learn’ d  than  it  was  two  thoufand 
Years  ago,  the  modern  Apothecary  mu  ft 

F  be 
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be  very  idle  and  incurious  if  he  be  a 
Strangel-  to  it ;  and  though  there  are 
few  that  excell  in  that  Science,  it  be¬ 
ing  more  necdTary  for  Surgeons  than 
Phyficians,  and  fewer  fill,  that  are 
good  Scholars,  who  apply  to  any  Learn¬ 
ing  but  the  Bufinefi  of  the  Shop  and 
Doctor's  File  :  Yet  fbme  there  are 
among  them,  I  doubt  not,  that  might 
enter  the  Temple  of  /. Efculapm ,  and  be 
never  the  wiler  for  all  the  mufty  Records 
there  ;  having  (een  and  learn’d  under  the 
Pra&ice  of  much  better  Phyficians  and 
Philofophers  than  the  Antients,  with 
whom  this  Venditator  in  Practice  pre¬ 
tends  to  have  fuch  intimate  Acquain¬ 
tance  :  Befides,  as  all,  or  the  greateft 
Part  of  Phyfical  Learning  lies  before  the 
Apothecary’s  Eyes  in  his  MotherTongue, 
the  Practical  Parts  of  which  are  much 
more  fimple,  lefi  confuted,  and  better 
accommodated  to  this  Climate  than  what 
was  in  Ufe  or  obferv’d  in  any'  other  two 
or  three  Thouiand  Years  ago :  What 
(but  Lazinefi,  or  the  want  of  good  na¬ 
tural 
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turai  Parts)  fliould  hinder  (fbme  of  them 
at  lead)  (bme  that  are  not  Idle  and  Ig¬ 
norant  from  being  able  to  judge  rightly 
of  Difeaies,  and  as  well  as  this  worthy 
Gentleman  himlelf)  who  was  bred  an 
Apothecary. 

Hypocrates,  and  the  other  Greek  Phy¬ 
sicians,  wrote  in  the  Language  of  their 
Country  ;  And  were  they  ever  thought 
the  worfe  Phyficians  and  Philofophers  for 
that }  Suppojing  that  Mens  Genius  and 
natural  Capacity  ’were  much  on  a  Par, 
there  rwould  he  little  Difference  in  their 
refpeB'we  and  particular  Attainments, 
but  what  would  arife  from  their  more 
or  lefs  Application  to  Bufinefs,  their 
Pofleffions  of  the  Goods  of  Fortune  and 
Opportunities  of  Improvement.  Dij 
laboribus  omnia  Vendunt :  A  very  in¬ 
genious  Writer-  obferves,  that  Galen  was 
the  firft  Theorift  in  Phyfick,  and  that 
he  never  faw  the  Infide  of  any  human 
Body,  though  he  publifli’d  a  Treatile  of 
Anatomy.  The  Crafis  or  Diicrafia,  the 
Lentor  or  Stimulus,  and  other  Male  Af- 

F  2,  fe&ions 
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feclions  of  the  Fluids  are  not  difcovera- 
ble  by  Di(fe£tion. 

Before  his  Time,  Empirice  was 
t'he  only  Way  to  know  and  underhand 
the  Cure  of  Dileales ;  and  the  prelent 
learned  Sons  of  Apollo  are  forc’d  to  own 
the  Expediency  of  it,  and  the  Vanity  of 
Theoretic  Knowledge  without  it :  For 
the  Diagnofis  and  Prognofis,  as  well  as 
the  Tuvantia,  were  pick’d  up  by  Obler- 
vation  ;  (o  the  fame  Method  will  ftill 
make  the  fame  skilful  Phyfician. 

It  muff  (urely  be  very  hard  and  urr- 
reafonable  to  imagine,  that  an  inquifitive 
Mind,  aflifted  with  frequent  Opportuni¬ 
ties  of  making  Oblervation,  which  divers 
Apothecaries,  have  been,  and  now  are, 
happily  furnifli’d  with,  and  whole  pro¬ 
per  Bulinels  leads  them  neceffarily  a  great 
way  into  the  medical  Affairs:  ’Tis  bard , 
I  fay ,  that  fitch  Jhould  be  tyed  down  to  per¬ 
petual  Ignorance  by  thofe  that  too  much  'value 
themfelves  upon  academical  Advantages :  the 
Want  of  which  I  am  not  mfenfble  of  and 
think  my  felf  unhappy  only  on  that  Account. 

If 
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If  this  Interrogator  would  be  content 
to  part  with'  his  Omnilcience,  and  mea- 
iure  himfelf  by  the  Opinion  of  others 
who  know  him  better  than  he  knows 
himfelf,  he  would  learn  to  (peak  well  of 
fome,  at  leaft  Princes,  in  the  Faculty 
of  Phyfick,  whole  great  Plenty  of  Bu- 
linels  ’tis  likely  he  may  look  upon  with 
an  envious  Eye  and  a  Spirit  of  Detra¬ 
ction.  This  Icandalous  Method  of  get¬ 
ting  the  Eftimation  of  the  Ignorant,  lel- 
dom  or  never  lucceeds  \  and  had  the 
DoCtor  confulted  the  prating  Apothecary 
before  he  had  publilh’d  his  Hiltory,  he 
would  not  have  been  expofed  to  the 
Danger  of  a  Prolecution  for  Icandaliz- 
ing  a  worthy  Member  of  the  Royal  Col¬ 
lege  for  that  ill  Succels  which  I  think  is 

juftly  chargeable  on  himlelf.

But  to  return : 

Whatever  the  Attainments  of  Apo¬ 
thecaries  are  or  may  be,  I  dare  anlwer 
for  the  Majority  of  them,  particularly 
for  my  felf,  that  they  'would  never  en¬ 
ter  the  Province  of  the  Phyfician  if  they 
could  'i veil  avoid  it :  The  Belief  of  the 
prelent  Age  is,  that  the  Apothecary  muft 
know  lomething,  and  that  fomething 
they  expert  (for  it  colt  them  nothing) 
and  will  try  before  they  are  willing  to 
give  a  Fee.  The  Ufe  that  I  make  of 
this  Remark  is,  that  face  it  is  fo ,  it  he - 
hoves  the  Apothecary  to  acquire,  by  all 
the  Means  he  can ,  as  much  Skill  in  the 
Art  of  Healing  as  he  can ,  that  vohen 
he  is  obligd  to  make  Ufe  of  his  Em-

I  hope,  by  this  time,  I  have  laid 
what  is  fufficient  to  anlwer  the  three 
Queftions  of  this  Novel  Practitioner  :

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The  true  Account  of  Mr.  Hurd- 
man’j  Illnefs ,  and  Proceed - 
ings  thereon  by  Dr.  Gramme, 
Dec.  io,  1730. 

TV/T R.  Hurdman  being  on  Bufinefs  at 
Faux-Hall,  came  home  about 
Midnight,  on  Friday  the  1  <rth  of  OBo- 
ber  laft,  and  then  complain’d  that  he 
had  not  been  on  the  Water  above  a 
quarter  of  an  Hour  before  he  found  a 
great  Pain  in  his  Neck,  and  the  Small 
of  his  Back :  He  was  very  reftlefs  all 
that  Night. 

Saturday,  17.  He  continued  very 
ill,  but  ftrove  with  his  Illnefs,  and  went 
to  DoBors  Commons  about  Bufinefs,  but 
was  there  fb  very  ill  that  he  was  obli¬ 
ged  to  come  home,  being  hardly  able 
to  keep  his  Eyes  open. 

G  %  Sunday 
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Sunday  1 8.  He  was  very  ill  all  the 
Day,  but  however  went  abroad  in  a 
Coach,  wrapt  up  warm,  but  was  forced 
to  return  very  foon  ;  loon  after  his  Re¬ 
turn  Dr.  Grame  came  to  vifit  the  laid 
Mr .Hurdman,  and  finding  him  ill,  told 
him  that  he  would  not  prelcribe  for  him 
that  Night,  but  would  call  on  him  the 
next  Morning :  He  order’d  him  then 
to  drink  Barley  Water,  with  Rhenifi 
Wine,  and  Sack  Whey. 

Monday  i  p.  Dr.  Grame  came  about 
Noon,  order’d  Mr.  Hurdman  to  rife, 
and  then  wrote  for  him,  which  Bill  was 
fent  to  Mr.  Majjeys ;  the  Dr.  allowed 
him  to  drink  Small  Beer ;  he  was  very 
ill,  and  in  great  Pain,  all  this  Day,  and 
grew  worfe  and  worfe. 

Tuefday  10.  About  Noon  Dr.  Grame 
came  again,  and  order’d  Mr.  Hurdman 
to  rife ;  on  his  riling  Mr.  Hurdman 
thought  himfelf  better,  and  Dr.  Grame 

told 
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told  him  his  Pulfe  was  lower  much,  and 
his  Tongue  much  better,  and  allowed 
him  to  drink  Small  Beer,  and  two 
Glades  of  Sack  ;  on  the  drinking  of 
which,  he  declared  he  would  drink  no 
more,  for  that  he  found  his  Fever  much 
increafed  thereon;  but  that  Night  he 
flept  very  well,  and  had  Sweats :  On 
this  Day  Mr.  Majfey ,  being  lent  for, 
came,  and  found  him  lb  ill,  and  difliked 
the  Doctor's  Proceedings  lb  much,  that  he 
declared  he  would  not  fend  in  the  Things 
order’d  till  he  had  feen  the  Doctor. 

JVednefday  z  i .  Dr.  Gr<eme  came  again^ 
and  then  found  Mr.  Hurdman ,  as  he 
thought,  much  better:  The  Doftor 
flay’d  with  him  this  Afternoon  fome 
time ;  on  Mr.  Hurdman's  going  to  Bed 
he  found  himfelf  much  worfe,  he  got 
no  Reft  this  Night,  but  had  all  Night  a 
violent  Pain  in  his  Back ;  during  all  this 
time  Dr.  Gram  would  not  fuffer  him 
to  be  let  Blood,  or  Blifter’d,  though  Mr. 
Hurdman  all  this  time  defired  to  bleed. 

Thurfday 
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Thmfday  22.  Dr.  Graeme  and  Dr. 
Beaufort  met,  and  on  Dr.  Beaufort’s  or¬ 
dering  Mr.  Hurdman  to  be  Blooded  and 
Blifter’d,  Dr.  Greeme  fhewed  a  Diflike  to 
the  Bleeding,  and  gave  for  Reafon, 
that  it  would  bring  the  Diftemper  to  an 
Ague,  which  he  might  not  be  able  to 
get  off  for  a  Twelvemonth,  though 
there  never  was  oblerved  any  Intermit 
fion  of  his  Fever,  and  defired  to  be  ex- 
culed  attending  any  more  as  a  Phyfician, 
Soon  after  Mr.  Hurdman  was  blooded, 
he  declared  he  found  the  greateft  Re¬ 
lief  in  the  World  thereby.
